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ELECTION RESULTS 

Another village election has become a matter of 
history, this year distinguished by the interest which 
was awakened by the two tickets filed and by the close 
race run by the two candidates for president of the 
board. 

Both George Bartlett and Bernard Nabor may be 
proud of the records they made in the election, for each 
has the satisfaction of knowing that he was opposed by 
a man of acknowledged calibre. Mr. Bartlett enters 
wpon another term at the head of the board, forearmed 
with the assurance that his policies have met with ap- 
proval from the voters. 

Ac the same time, Mr. Nabcr, reviewing the results 
of the election, has every reason to be satisfied that he 
has a large number of loyal friends. The fact that 
both candidates have marked ability along the lines of 
municipal government, made the choice difficult for 
the voters. 

The defeat of the Jeffersonian ticket and the three 
independent candidates, seems to indicate more than 
anything else that the voters approve the present admin- 
istration. Ic is obvious from a count of the vote that 
other candidates on the ballot had their supporters. 

The re-election of all officeholders entered for an- 
other term is an appropriate tribute for the work which 
these officials have done. The present board has given 
conservative and constructive service to the village. 

With the May meeting tltc board will lose H. P. 
Lowry, who has given valued service for several yean. 
Mr. Lowry deserves his retirement, although his many 
friends on the board and among the townspeople will 
be sorry that the genial diplomat is no longer a member 
of the body. 

James Stearns, who will replace him, has already 
shown his interest in village affairs as chief of the

there are a number of guoaU — or It 
nay lio her broakfasl or luncheon 
table. 

A meal which 1r socvcd with oaeo 
and gmco and with consideration for 
tho'comfort of those being served, 
will give tho homo of tho hostess, an 
Impeccable reputation for skill In tho 
art of entertaining. 

The otiquetto and rules of propriety 
which govern the accepted mode of 
serving a dinner or luncheon or 
tirealtfast, are not Intended as mill-' 
Atones to harmsa tho hostess; thoy 
are really nothing more than arbl* 
trary suggostlons to make serving 
convenient and graceful. Service 
ivhlch is quiet, orderly, and per- 
formed smoothly, requires system to 
lieep It from becoming haphazard. 

In all her duties, a hoatoaa should 
remember that the ^comfort o( her 
*iucst comes before all olao, and after 
that has boon secured, hor next can- 
corn Is the dignity and grace of hor 
offering of hospitality. Tho follow- 
ing suggestions will bo found help- 
ful; 

At Right of Host 

When entertaining guestjt at dinner 
or any meal, tho woman guest who 
claims the most distinction, whether 
liecnuao of ago or position or for 
somo other reason, Is always seated 
at the, right, of the host. Likewise, 
tho most distinguished guest among 
the men, la seated at tho left of tho 

llOtCSB. 

In serving, platoa should bo placed 
before tho hostess llrsL Thcro are 
aomo authorities who tako exception 
to this rule, but Its origin was based 
on tho fact that the hostess should 
first have the opportunity to examino 
and; It necessary, sample tho food to 
moke sure that It is edible for hor 
fiUCsLs. Tills rule should ho adhered 
to when the bost serves, and when 
tho plates aro being passed by a serv- 
ant ObvlQusly, if the hostess her- 
self la doing tho serving. It Is rather 
absurd to servo her place flrst. 

In case tho hostess is not tho flrst 
served, the guest at tho host's right 
Is flrst. In any case, she Is always 
served before everyone with tho ex- 
ception of tho hoatcss. When an on* 
tlrely femlnlno gathering comprises 
the dinner j^r luncheon guests, the 
serving should bo dono from the 
hostess' right and then on around tho 
Ubie. 

Traditions of correct table service, 
require that the cover, or place sot 
for each guest, never bo haro until 
after the main courso Is served. In 
other words, there must always be u 
plate before tho guest until tho main 
courso Is cleared away. Tho plato 
which remains at tho place from tho 
flrst course, until It Is replncnd by 
the main course plate, la called tho 
', service plate. \Vhatlever la ser^'cd 
the gueat from tho Urat courso until 
the removal of tho service plate. la 
placed on the plato and then removed 
from it. 

Responsible for Guests* Comfort 

Tho hostess' duties are not limited 
to planning a meal and serving, or 
having tl served proporly. . She is ro- 
sponsiblo for tho comfort of each 
gueat tliroughout tho meul. Tho 
skilled hostess will bo ablo to Im- 
mediately start tho conversation 
along channels which will lead to a 
natural and moro or less continuous 
conversation. The novice, as a rule, 
tries several subjects before she 
launches her party on an easy and 
entertaining conversational ■ voyage. 
With a group of guests who are not 
well acquainted, at a largo party, and 
at very formal dinners, Ihd task- of 
launching tho conversation requires 
more than ordlnar>' skill. 

Chootlno Topics 
Tho wise hostess wilt slnglo out 
topics which have a particular Inter- 
est for tho more shy and ijulet guests. 
If a number of Intimate friends aro 
present, she will avoid conversations 
which will exclude those outside this 
group. Nothing Is more annoying 
nor moro boresonio than to bo with 
people anywhere wlio conlluu their 
remarks entirely to people and places 
and Incidents of which we have no 
knowledge. This type of convorsa- 
tlon Is oxcusablo. only at reunions and 
-where everyone Is Included In the ro' 
marks. ^*

No two persons oat at the same 
speed, and while good manners re- 
quire food to bo eaten slowly, thcro 
are always aomo persona at a dinner 
table who cat moro slowly than the 
others. It Is the duty of the hostess 
to appear to bo eating, until every 
guest has obviously flnlshed the 
course. Otherwise tho guest who 
eats slowly becomes uncomfortable 
and feels that ho is delaying the din- 
ner. 

Must Be Observant 

Tho hostess who will keep her 
guests at their ease must be observ- 
ant. The acddei^tal happenings which 
c^n cauae actual misery as well as 
cmbarrasament to the guest aro 
dreaded by all hoatosses for they re- 
quire a vast amount of tact to be aat- 
Isfaclorlly smoothed out. When a 
guest breaks a dish, spills food, drops 
silver, or knocks over his neighbor's 
water tumbler — and auch things hap* 
pen to the most poised guests, per- 
haps once In a lifetime — tho hostess 
should strive to detract the attention 
of tho other guests from tho blunder- 
er and at the same time convince him 
that tho accident Is of no Importance. 

Tho 'well versed hostess In giving 
dinners will always remember: 

1. That whllo an immense floral 
centerpiece on the table may per- 
suade her guests that the depression 
has not deflated her purse, it will 
not Increnao their enjoyment, for 
most of us like to look across the 
table and seo with whom we are din- 
ing. ^^ 

2. That leaving some of thp serv- 
ing dishes containing food from tho 
course boforo on the table may bear 
leHtlmony to tho abundance of tha 
board, but at the sahio time It will 
detract from tho next courso. Re- 
move the dishes of food Qrat from the 
tublo and thou the Individual plates. 

3. That tho hostess who monopo- 
lizes tho conversation and discourses 
at great length with groat wit, may 
win a reputation as an cutertaLtior, 
but never as a hostess. 

4. That presiding over a dinner 
table Is an art which requires tact 
and talent and experience. 

These rules, It must be emphasized 
are arbitrary, to be changed. .Im- 
proved upon and remodeleltl at tho 
discretion of tho hostess. So long as 
you place the comfort of your guest 
as your criterion, you will be a sue- 
cossful hostess.
